The Woman Playwright In The Ascendancy

HE failure of The Optimist, a foar- 
act comedy, by Sydney Rosenfeld, 
produced at Daly's April 23, is proof 
positive of the fact that audiences, 
critics and managers are by no means 
wholly optimistic.

A History of What is Probably the Finest Brass 
Band In the World—Conducted by 


John Gladney. 
At the top of a hill, situated midway be- 
tween the well-known manufacturing towns of 


Bradford and Halifax, 


Eng., stands the village 
of Queensbury. 


It is here that the noted works 


of Messrs. John Foster & Son, Ltd., are sit- 
uated; also it is the home of the Black Dike 
Band. 

In 1816 there appears to have been bands 
organized in the village of Queensbury, and 
Peter Vharton’s Reed Band took first position, 


the late Mr. John Foster being a member and 


playing the French hern, an instrument still 
treasured by the family. In 1855 Messrs. Fos- 
ter & Son established the band in connection 
with their works, from whence it derives its 
name. 

Since then it has met with wonderful suc- 
cess, which was crowned at the London Cry- 
stal Palace on Sept. 27, 1902, when in com- 
pany with the best bands of England and 
Whales, it won the $5,000 Challenge Trophy, 
a first prize of $250, and a goldplated cornet, 
valued at $150, together with a bronze medal 


for each member of the band. 

The contest was witnessed by 80,000 people, 
and the decision of the judges gave entire sat- 
isfaction. Their remarks on the performance 
were short and to the point, viz.: “Criticism is 
out of the question.”’ 


THE HOLLINGSWORTH TWINS 


The Hollingsworth Twins, Maude and Myr- 
tle, have been scoring wonderfully this past sea- 
son in the southern states in dramatic roles. 
They are both artists of real merit and their 
friends predict a great future for them. 


Although the band has many claims upon its 


services. the effect of such a success was re- 
markabie, as, within one week, thirty engage- 
ments were received.

The Crystal Palace triumph in 1902 was 4 
repetition of a contest at the same place as 
far back as 1866, when one hundred and sixty- 
nine bands entered, and about one hundred com- 
peted, Black Dike being placed first. To-day 
it holds an unique record, being winners of sev- 
enteen consecutive first prizes and nineteen 
firsts in twenty-one consecutive contests. This 
in itself is quite enough to guarantee the ca- 
pabilities of Mr. Gladney as a conductor. 

Black Dike’s first competition was at Hull 
in 1856, and a second prize was gained. Since 
then the band has won one hundred and four 
first prizes, sixty-two second, thirty-three third, 
seventeen fourth, ten fifth, three consolation 
prizes, sixty-one special prizes for soloists, ete., 
twenty-seven prizes for marches and glees, fift 
gold medals, thirty silver medals, twenty chal- 
lenge cups, five uniform prizes, sixteen glee 
prizes, and have tied with other bands on 
twelve occasions. 

Belle Vue Gardens, Manchester, England, has 
always been attractive to Black Dike, where it 
has created a record, having won eleven first 
prizes; this number being more than double 
that of any other band. In the contest at this 
place on Sept. 1, 1902, Black Dike took first 
prize again on the occasion of the Jubilee of 
the Gardens, extra prizes being offered, the 
first consisting of $500 in cash, a $500 chal- 
lenge cup, a $400 solid silver cornet, $25 gold 
medal,-a medal for bandmaster given by the 
British Bandsman, and $25 and twenty-four sil- 
ae gold medals for each member of the 

and. 

The band was conducted by A. Owen, from 
1880 to 1888. Since that year John Gladne 
has been conductor. To these gentlemen muc 
credit is due, but the wonderful abilities of 
Phineas Bower, who was bandmaster from 1874 
until the end of 1805—during which peried 
many notable successes were recorded—should 
also be mentioned. As a solo euphonium player, 
Mr. Bower had no superior, and he received 
many offers from notable English and foreign

TOM MACK’S EXPERIENCE 


Tom Mack writes as follows concerning his 
experience in the San Francisco earthquake: I 
was out with a party of friends and on the 
way to the hotel where I was rooming I onnpes 
at the Tivoli restaurant to get a lunch.

1 went around 
to the Baldwin rooming house and found that 
my room was torn up and the furniture broken.

Gus Temps, tife 
theatrical baggage transfer man, deserves credit 
also for he succeeded in saving all the trunks 
that were stored in his place on Eddy street 
by hauling them to Golden Gate Park. He 
lost one of his best horses in the attempt. 

I received transpertation to Chicago, and it 
seemed that the people all along the line coulf 
not do too much for ws. will play a few 
dates in Ohicago before opening my park en- 
gagements. {

In this city at the 
benefit given May 4 in aid of the San Fran- 
cisco sufferers, the Vitagraph Co. first exhibited 
their films. Miles Brothers received their nega- 
tives in New York two days earlier and as 
éoon as they could be developed began ship- 
ments to their customers. The American Muto- 
scope & Biograph Co., by a most ingenious 
plan, has made a reproduction of the’ scenes 
from photographs and descriptions. The Edi- 
son Manufacturing Co. began shipping their 
own films last week. No single branch of the 
amusement business will have such an imme- 
diate and phenomenal boom as will the moving 
icture shows which display films of the San 

ncisco calamity. It is the general belief 
that interest in these pictures will maintain 
high speed for many months to come. And in 
the years to come—during the ages which may 
follow—the San Francisco disaster will be on 
photographic record. Moving pictures as an 


educator, as a record of events and as a vital 
factor in present and future civilization tdke 
rank as an almost indispensable adjunct.

BROADHURST’S PLAY A SUCCESS 


Whatever else may be said of 
George Broadhurst’s new play, The Coward, 
as disclosed for the first time on any stage 
at MeVicker’s Theatre, Monday night, 7, it 
must be confessed that it has a powerful and 
a most intensely emotiomal second act. And 
in this case the emotion is not portrayed by a 
woman in tears or in passion, but by a man 
aroused to the very depths of his deep nature, 
and the result is something as unusual as it 
is excellent. This one act, or rather the lat- 
ter scene of this act, will make the play, and 
there is little doubt but that success awaits 
Mr. Broadhurst in this his first venture into 
the soberer and more serious field of play- 
making. 

Not in many seasons has there been seen 
such splendid acting as was done in this scene 
by Robert T. Haines. The actor is fitted to 
the role, and without ranting or at any time 
seeming unnatural he worked himself into a 
passion of rage and furious anger that was 
electrifying, and when the curtain descended 
be was given an ovation that bas seldom, if 
ever, fallen to the lot of a player in (C@Acago. 
Mr. Haines was ably assisted in this scene 
by Frederick Perry and Harrison Armstrong, 
beth careful players, and men of discrimina- 
tion and experience. At the conclusion of the 
act there were calls for Mr. Broadhurst, who 
bowed his acknowledgements. There seems to 
be little doubt at all but that the play will be 
a success if the enthusiasm of this first 
night is any criterion at all. 

The piece is in a prologue and three acts. 
The prologue consists of a scene in the court of 
general sessions in New York where James 
Clarke, a trusted emplore of a big firm, is 
being tried with a bookkeeper of the same 
firm for embezzlement. As the trial progresses 
Clarke. after receiving a telegram arises in his 
place and confesses that he took the money, 
but goes on to say that he did it to save his 
sister, who was dying with consumption. He 
also confesses that Frederick Payton, his com- 
panion, discovering his peculations, has hounded 
him on to take more and more and he asks thar 
the court give its sentence at once, so he may 
begin to pay for his crimes. The court sen- 
tences the two young men to five years each 
in state’s prison and the curtain descends. 

In the second act Clarke is discovered as 
Richard Harper, who bas come to a small 
town in Pennsylvania and gradually made his 
way upward in the employ of a big cut glass 


company. He has fallen in leve with an es- 
timable young woman and is on the high 
road to happiness when his old cimpanion, 


Payton, turns up and threatens to tell that 
Harper is none other than Clarke, the escaped 
convict, and thus things go on until Payton 
goads Clarke on to the limit of his endurance 
and this leads up to the second act, where 
alone In the house ut dead of night Clarke 
turns on his loathed companion and determines 
to kill him. The men struggle together and 
just as the Infuriated Clarke is about to wreak 
vengeance a man breaks in the doors and saves 
the young villain. 

The last act shows Harper, or Clarke, as he 
really is, about to make a speech at the lay- 
ing of the corner-stone of a gymnasium for 
bors. Instead of making a speech, as was 
expected, he arises and tells the assembled peo- 
ple the truth about himself, and says he ts 
ready to go back to prison and serve out his 
time. At this juncture a capitalist, the secre- 
tary of the International Glass Co., steps up 
and offers to ask the governor to pardon the 
young man and the play ends happily for all 
but Payton, who reaps his just rewards. 

Most excellent work is done by Mr. Haines 
in the chief part, and the acting of Frederick 
Perry is at all times good. Harrison Arm- 
strong as Robert S. Thornbill, a rather clumsy 
young country fellow, does some effective char- 
acter work and Frederick DeBelleville is capi- 
tally cast for the part of Harwig Marcus, the 
pompous but kind-hearted trust magnate. Miss 
Lillian Albertson, who plays Catherine Gor- 
don, is lacking a little of the emotional qual- 
ity for the one scene In which she has much 


to do, but makes up for this by being very 
sweet and pretty at all other times. There is 
some good comedy in the piece. The company 
is a large one and well balanced. The play 
is put on with fine taste in the matter of 
Stage settings, and went very smoothly at 
the premiere. It was put on under the per- 
sonal direction of Mr. Broadhurst. 


The last week of the engagement of Mex!- 
cana is announced in the Garrick. This popu- 
lar ‘‘topical, tropical’’ musical comedy has 
been so successful that much regret is ex- 
pressed that the engagement can not be ex- 
tended. Louis Harrison has endeared himself 
to the Chicago public by his funny antics and 
quaint comedy. Christle MacDonald, who is 
appearing here for the first time in several years, 
has scored a close second to Mr. Harrison in 
point of popularity. The gorgeous production 
adds considerable to the entertainment. 

Texas, the border drama, written by J. 
Mauldin Foigy with Mabel Dixey, 
Henry E. Dixey, in the title role, is enjoy- 
ing a successful engagement in the Great North- 
ern Theatre. The drama is in four acts and 
Selatillates with thrilling scenes of a_ kind 
that has made the Mexican border notorious. 
The play was first produced in Chicago in Feb- 
ruary, when it had its premiere on the stage. 
Since that time suitable scenery has been added 
and the cast strengthened materially. One of 
the new additions is Charles D. Coburn, who 
cleverly plays the part of Jack Dalam, kfiown 
as Freshwater Jack. A song sung incidental 
to the play by the entire company known as 
The Bold Bad Man, makes a decided hit. Among 
others in the cast who appear to advantage are 
Ernest Allen, Hattie Foley, Monica Lee, F. E. 
Duff, Hattie Broadhurst, Lee Hobbs Martin, 
Howard Messimer, Tod F. Griffin, W. B. Mack 
and Stephen Hoyt. 

Richard Mansfield is crowning the dramatic 
season with fourteen of his inimitable perform- 
ances in the Grand. Mansfield is a fixed qifan- 
tity in the history of this period of the stage 
in English. His pre-eminence he holds neither 
by accident nor insecurity, but by virtue of 
native genius and natural endowment, culti- 
vated assiduously, sincerely and with lofty 
idealism over a period of years which has given 
bim security yet which leaves him in the first 
fullness of natural powers. 

Mansfield’s appearances at this time are an 
epitome of his career. He seems to realize that 
his pre-eminence entails obligations to do great 
things and dares live up to his belief. The uni- 
form success which attends these bold fights 
of Mansfield’s should be an example and an 
inspiration to other actors less imaginative and 
less daring. 

The engagement of Nat C. Goodwin at the 
Illinois Theatre is most interesting to all classes 
of theatregoers, for Mr. Goodwin has the pe- 
culiar quality of being an actor that is as 
acceptable to the audience who look for high 
ideals as he is to those who want good en- 
tertainment without bothering with ideals of 
any kind. He is presenting a new play by 
William and Cecil de Mille, entitled The Ge- 
nius, he appearing as Jack Spencer, a jovial 
bachelor. rich, but, unfortunately, as he thinks 
tor a while, without leve for art. He falls in 
love with a girl whose fad is art. Jack enters 
into a conspiracy with three artists, by which 
he passes off their pictures as his own. He 
becomes a fad himself. The greatness thrust 
upon him sticks. He discovers he does not 
really love the lady with the fad, but a pretty 
model. However, the more he tries to unde- 
ceive the faddists the more they believe he is 
the real thing as an artist. Finally, he persu- 
ades Josephine, whom he wishes to be rid of, 
that he is wedded to his art, that to marry his 
‘“‘inspiration’’ would kill his art, and that it 
would be an act of supreme self-sacrifice on 
her part to give him up, which she fimwally does, 
and at the final curtain the Genius and Nell 
Graham, the model. are having an exceedingly 
cozy time of it, with the music of the wed- 
ding bells almost within hearing. 

Willis Hall has been engaged to play lead- 
ing roles at the Columbus during the summer 
production in which Miss Annie Sutherland wit 
be the star. Elma Cornell is to play the “‘heav- 
fes’’ and Jessie Mosely is to be the stock 
soubrette: Charles Terriss will essay character 
roles and Sam Morris is cast for comedy parts.

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THE NEW SAN FRANCISCO 
WILL BE GREATER THAN OLD 


Tenants of All Messages From Stricken City 


Only Three Theatres Left But Others Will Be Quickly Rebuilt —Grauman 
Opens Masonic Hall But is Forced To Close Temporarily— Novelty and 


Bell in Oakland Resume Business. 


AN FRANCISCO has displayed won- 
derful vitality. The ground had 
hardly ceased to shake and the smoke 
had not cleared away after the fire 
when preparations were begun for the 
reconstruction of the destroyed district. 

The latest reports develop the fact that the 
only theatres which escaped complete destruc- 
tion were the New Belle on Market street and 
the Colonial on McAllister street. Thougli 
badly damaged, both of these houses can be re- 
paired, and will be opened as expediously as 
possible. The Mission Theatre on Mission 
Street, which withstood the shock and was 
thought not to have been seriously damaged by 
fire, has since collapsed and wiil bave to be 
rebuilt entirely.

He secured a lease for 
a@ year on the Masonic Hall, located on Fill- 
more street, at the fabulous price of $1,500 per 
month. The house was opened Saturday, May 
‘5 and was quickly filled, but just as the per- 
formance was about to begin, policemen en. 
tered and announced that there would be no 
show, and all the people were notified to leave 
the house at once. It was explained that Mr. 
Grauman had failed to secure the proper per- 
mit from the Board of Public Works, though 
he had secured a license which he thought would 
be sufficient. The prospects weer very bright, 
for in addition to the crowd that filled every 
seat in the theatre, twice the number of 
ple were waiting outside to gain admission to 
the subsequent performances. Mr. Grauman 
had advertised the opening by sending a brass 
band around town in a wagon covered with fly- 

banners. There is no doubt that the Ma- 
sonic Hall will be opened in a few days and 
under the most brilliant auspices. The man- 
agerial staff is as follows: Grauman & Sons, 
props.; Sid. Grauman, manager; Thos. Burke, 
Stage manager; Chas. Alper’s, leader of or- 
chestra; Leon Bories, electrician and picture 
operator; Alf. W. Smith, head usher; Frank 
Saunders, treas. 

The opening bill, which was postponed, in- 
cluded the following people: Hugh J. Emmett, 
ventriloquist; Musical Bentley, cornetist; Hayes 
and Merville, Fencing Girls; Rose Kelly, illus- 
trated songs, and Harry Conley & Co., of eight 
people. 

Mayer & Belasco have secured a lease on the 
lot at the corner of Sutter and Stemer streets, 
where they propose to begin at once on the 
construction of a new theatre. These gentle- 
men have long been associated with theatrical 
affairs in San Francisco and at the time of the 
disaster controlled the Alcazar, the Central and 
the Alhambra theatres. 

Among the heavy losers through the disaster 
ie Sam. Davis, who recently refitted the Unique 
Theatre at a cost of about $9,000 and paid 
one month’s rent, $1,000 in advance. The house 
had only been open nine days when it was 
totally destroyed. Mr. Davis also lost his 
music supply house, located in the St. Ann’s 
Building. Archie Levy, that prince of good 
fellows, and one of the most widely known and 


respected vaudeville booking agents in Am- 
erica, is now located in Oakland. Of all the 
agents, Mr. Levy was first to resume busi- 


ness, and though his San Francisco clientele all 
have been temporarily removed from the field, 
he is carrying on his booking for the out of 
town houses without interruption. In point of 
priority Mr. Levy claims to be the second oldest 
booking agent in America, ranking next to Jas. 
J. Armstrong of New York. 

Mr. John Considine of the John Considine Cir- 
cuit, visited San Francisco recently and stated 
that his people will re-enter the field as soon 
as circumstances will permit. Mr. Considine 
is very optimistic regarding the future of San 
Francisco and especially the resuscitation and 
improvement of theatrical affairs in the city. 

The Alturas Music Publishing Co. and the 
Von de Mehden Music Publishing Co. both suf- 
fered a complete loss. a 

Over in Oakland the destruction was not 
nearly so great as in the larger cities. The 
Theatre, which was not injured at all is do- 
ing capacity business at every performance, 

The Novelty Theatre was damaged to a cer- 
tain extent and during the repairing Tony Lu- 
belski is using the Macdonough Theatre for a 
few days. Capacity business has been the rule 
here also. In Oakland as in the Masonic Hall, 
San Francisco, the performers are being paid 
full salary. The bill at the Macdonough is as

Though the entire plant of ‘Grandpa’ Bo 
gardus, founder and proprietor of the Figaro, 
was destroyed by fire and though Mr. Bogardi!s 
is past eight-one years of age he says that he 
will start up again as soon as possible. Mr. 
Bogardus has published Figaro for sixty-tive 
years and is known to every vaudeville per- 
former and legitimate actor that has visited 
’Frisco in that time. He has been a _ very 
potent factor in San.Francisco theatrical affairs 
and many actors are indebted to him, to many 
deeds of kindness in their behalf. It is to be 
hoped that he will not be forgotten by those 
who remember him as a generous and helpful 
friend. Now in his hour of need, all assist- 
ance will be appreciated. Let this article be 
instrumental, if possible, in prompting some 
manager or some coterie of performers to give 
a benefit for J. P. Bogardus. :

ROBBINS’ TENT BURNED 


The breaking of a lamp and the explosion of 
a tank of gasoline at New Rochelle, N. Y., on 
May 11 caused a stampede among the audience 
that was witnessing performance of the Frank 
A. Robbins Show -and almost completely de 
molished the big tent. Only the cool and calm 
action on the part of the employees of the 
circus caused the two thousand spectators to 
escape from under the burning canvas with but 


slight injuries. 

The fire started about nine o'clock. Mlle. 
Reinal was being hoisted to the top of the 
tent to perform her Dip of Death act when 


the rope struck a big gasoline lamp and sent 
it to the ground. The fire spurted in every di 
rection and struck a barrel containing gaso 
line. The explosion which followed was ac 
companied by a blinding flash, and the burn 
ing fluid was scattered. 

A panic began. People dropped through their 


seats and were injured on the cross beams. 
The animals became wild. John Sullivan, a 
keeper, sustained a broken ankle in his en- 
deavor to save some of the trained stock. Some 


of the employes turned 
the safety of 


their attention toward 
the people and some toward the 
animals, and by sheer pluck on their part 
every person and every animal was gotten out 
without loss of life. 
The tent was a high 
strong, heavy canvas 


one, stockily 
and big beams. The 
flames shot up through the center, burning a 
hole first in the top. The shooting spirals of 
fire could be seen a great distance, and illu 
minated the entire section where the circus had 
camped. All night the animals continued their 
roaring, and few went near the vicinity, bellev 
ing that some of the beasts might get loose. 
It is estimated tha? $1,000 will cover the 
entire loss to the show.

Combination May Take In Western Circuits 


Agreement Now Covers Only the New York and Newark Houses Controlled by 
the Two Magaates — Booking of Proctor Houses Will Be Switched From 


William Morris to Keith Agency. 


HE most important combination of 

vaudeville interests known in many 

years was consummated Saturday, and 

made public on Sunday, May 13. B.

Anything that will increase the 
percentage of theatregoeérs is to be 
welcomed as an institution of merit, 
a power for good. 

That these same critics maintain 
the ephemerality of the ten cent con- 
tinuous is of no material consequence. 
Everything is transitory as measured 
by the great standard of time. No in- 
stitution endures beyond the period of 
its usefulness, and the very fact that 
this class of vaudeville has taken hold 
is a sure indication that it is wanted. 
There is a place for it and it is grow- 
ing every day, both in popularity and 
territory.

Unless an _ acquisition, 
Bands with whatever its character, 
Repertoire can be regarded in the 
Shows. light of an investment, 


it is not worth having. 
The big circuses would hardly spend 
thousands of dollars for tableau 
wagons, parade horses and trappings, 
and then pay out an enormous sum 
every year to transport and handle 
them if the parade was not considered 
a paying feature. 

It may be argued that the Barnum 
and Bailey management has dropped 
the parade for the very reason that it 
was considered unprofitable. The case 
is exceptional, but to avoid polemics 
we will take another example: No im- 
portant show has yet abandoned its 
menagerie, though in every instance 
the expense of maintaining it is many 
times that involved by the street pag- 
eant. The menagerie is an attraction 
in the same sense that the band with 
a repertoire show playing the small 
towns is an attraction. Therefore, by 
no difficult method of reasoning it 
may be established that the band is a 
paying investment. 

The demonstration is not worked 
out entirely from a hypothetical pro- 
position; it has had many objective 
proofs. The meritorious repertoire 
shows that have carried bands the 
past season have, all other things 
being equal, done much better busi- 
ness than those that have not carried 
bands.

The same logic that 
Orchestras advocates the incorpo- 
with Musical ration of bands with 
Shows. repertoire shows may 


be advanced in favor of 
the orchestra with musical o niza- 
tions. The old adage, “a dollar saved, 
a dollar gained,” is very specious, but 
will not stand the test of the acids of 
investigation. A dollar spent to the 


right end comes more nearly under 
the head of a dollar saved, and that 
dollar may open the account for the 
piling up of many of its kind by the 
same method. 

The orchestra with the musical 
company is an asset of which the 
value may be reckoned by comparing 
the receipts of the companies (of 
equal merit otherwise) that carry and 
those that do not carry orchestras.

ognition of this principle that a jour- 
nal may hope to attain to a degree of 
power and influence. 

When that design is obscured by a 
narrower interest the effect is immedi- 
ately deleterious; when a paper stops 
building up and begins tearing down 
it loses its influence for good and as- 
sumes the same position in rela- 
tion to its contemporaries that a scan- 
diemonger does in an otherwise high- 
minded society. 

The province of journalism is dis- 
tinctly to lift up, to elevate. The 
readers of The Billboard know that 
such is the policy employed in these 
columns. No unduly harsh criticism, 
inspired by bias or personal spleen, is 
ever permitted to go into type. The 
good of one is the good of all, is a 
broadly intelligent motto which, with 
proper interpretation, justifies its own 
principles. Anything that is harmful 
to the individual reacts against his 
profession; the agent that casts ob- 
loquy upon him, calumniates the class 
he represents.

But it may 
be pointed out that this modern levia- 
than of a corporation is not the first 
institution outside of the show busi- 
ness to adopt the methods if the circus 
and the theatre. 

General Castro of Venezuela has a 
regular press agent stationed in New 
York who makes occasional trips to 
Washington in search of information 
which might be useful to his superi- 
ors. One of the other South American 
Republics, ordinarily even less placid 
than Venezuela, maintains a press 
agent in the nretropolis all the time 
on an excellent salary. One unofficial 
representative of the Russian govern- 
ment justifies his continuance on sal- 
ary by the good he is sometimes able 
to do’ his government through the 
American press. It is, furthermore, 
one of the recognized duties of every 
foreign consul in New York to keep 
the newspapers equipped with the 
right sort of news pertaining to their 
countries and to “correct” news that 
is not so favorable. 

The Christian science organization 
maintains numerous press agents at 
very high salaries, while many of the 
more sensational churches pay part 
salaries to newspaper men that pub- 
licity may be secured. 

Every political propagandist, if his 
schemes be specious enough to attract 
followers and supporters, needs many 
press agents, and every political move- 
ment, however conservative, has one 
or more. 

No successful turfman is without 
his newspaper man, and other forms 
of sport are broadening the field of the 
publicity promoter. 


Surely the Standard Oil Company’s 
engagement of a press agent cannot 
be defined as an ovation,

DEATHS 


Wm. F. Owen, the veteran comedian, died at 
his home in New York City, May 4. Prior to 
his retirement, enforced by ill health, he was 
pleasantly known to playgoers for over forty 
years. It was with Edwin Booth that be ac- 
quired the Shakespearean traditions on which 
his most serviceable quality was his strong 
he first played many parts. He was always 
careful not to attempt more than he was quali- 
fied to do. He had, in the first place, a 
gift of humor that was oftenest of the broad, 
laughter-compelling sort, but that was capable 
also of the sharper and drier sort of wit. He 
could fill the ample parts of Falstaff and Sir 
Toby Belch, yet succeed with his Tuchstone, 
Sir Oliver Surface and Launcelot Gobbo. But 
his most serviceable qaulity was his strong 
common sense as to the stage. The unusual 
never found him unprepared, he never ‘‘fell 
down,”’ as more brilliant men might be ex- 
cused for doing. Mr. Owen was personally a 
man of many friends. He belonged to the 
Players’ Club and other societies of the pro- 
fession. He was a man pure and wholesome. 


Prof. H. Wilson, the noted horse trainer, 
was killed at Havana, Cuba, April 28, while 
training a pair of vicious stallions for a high- 
dice act. Wilson was thirty-nine years old and 
a native of New York City. He had been a 
trainer for the past fifteen years and was 
well known. 


A. R. Stover, the well-known theatrical man, 
died recently in Boston, Mass. Mr. Stover 
had managed several Uncle Tom and Ten Nights 
In a Bar-room companies and was a man with 
a fund of wit and dry humor. His story-tell- 
ing qualities had made him a great favorite 
with the theatrical fraternity. 


Harrison J. Wolfe, the actor, died of small- 
pox, May 9, at his home in New York City. 
Mr. Wolfe was thirty-dix years old and had 
been married three times, his first wife being 
Bettina Girard; his second, Marie Beringer, and 
a variety actress was the third. Marie Ber- 
inger and a six-year-old son now live in In- 
dianapolis, Ind. The Actor’s Fund took charge 
of the funeral arrangements. It is understood 
that Mr. Wolfe left quite a fortune.

IRVING'S NEW PLAY 


The most noteworthy current pro- 
duction is Mr. H. B, Irving’s translation of 
the Paris Odeon’s play Jeunesse or Youth, 
which for copyright reasons be calls Mauricette, 
after the blooming French girl who makes the 
love entanglement. 

No French plays are written on Puritanical 
lines, and some have a spice of wickedness. 
“When a French man sleeps the Devil rocks 
bim,”’ so the proverb runs. At any rate the 
entente cordiale has not changed French and 
English views concerning the relations of the 
sexes, which are as wide apart as the poles. 
To this extent then the play strikes a jarring 
pote when transferred from Paris to London. 
It tells the story of a French rove considerably 
over fifty who has seen a good deal of the 
“roses and raptures of vice’’ and also felt 
some of the thorns that go with the roses. 
“Old folk are cold folk,’’ so a Dutch saying 
runs, but this fellow is reasonably warm. 
Year after year the fair and fond sirens have 
lured him on the rocks, but now he gets less 
attractive as age lines bis face and the crow’'s 
foot is stamped opon his forehead. He had a 
devoted wife, « patient angel quite too good for 
earth, and while he is flitting from flower to 
ower she cleaves to the home nest and studies 
‘till her eyes fail ber. Then she advertises for 
a young girl to read to her. This is Mauricette 
(Miss Dorothy Baird),and with her the husband, 
whose name is Roger Dautran, promptly falls 
in love. 

Everything goes merrily and sentimentally 
with the couple until «a young doctor (Mr. 
Leslie Faber) proposes to marry Mauricette. 
Hereupon Dautran not only opposes the match 
as violently ae may be, but discovers a passion 
for Mauricette, as cupid’s arrow touched with 
Gre hae stung his aged heart. He embraces 
Mauricette with true “yum yum" affection, 
while she weeps upon his shoulder. She 
strings him along by saying that she loves 
him, and then, with that treachery common to 
all females, marries the young doctor. She 
does this on account of his “‘juenesse,"’ which 
you will remember means “youth.” Dautran 
ought to let up by this time, but, as an old 
Une of travesty runs: “Still the villian pur- 
sues the fair lady.’’ The old fool loses his 
bealth over ber. Finally he turns up at her 
house, apparently thoroughly broken down, and 
challenges the doctor as to which of the two 
she will prefer. Mauricette enters and elects 
her husband, the young physician, for as 
Shakespeare telle us: 


‘Crabbed age «and youth 
Cannot Live together.’’ 


There are four men in the play, three of 
whom are after Mauricette, and even the doctor 
who gets her hae matrimonial ties already. 
That is the French idea. 

The theme is out of harmony with Eng- 
Ush sympathiee. There is some diversity of 
opinion as to bow Mr. Irving played the part, 
but having frequently seen the play in Paris 
be ought to have a just conception. Being 
under the new American management of Nixon 
& Zimmerman, «a few criticisms from oppo- 
sition sources are to be expected. So give Mr. 
Irving a chance ‘till he gets the play running, 
as the part undoubtedly sults him and time 
will ft him to it more and more. Miss Marion 
Terry was exquisite as his wife, and in one 
scene where she asserts her rights, she struck 
the Briaish chord. Miss Baird (Mrs. Irving) 


wae delightful as Mauricette, which is a sort/, 


ot refined Trilby part. Mr. Irving has a large 
personal following, and at the finish applause 
persisted for ten minutes and the fron curtain 
had to be raised. His career will be followed 
with interest to see if he proves “a chip of 
the old block." Sometimes, indeed, great men 
have great descendants, as in case of Pitt, 
“Great Ohatham’s greater son.’ The Booth’s

REVIVAL OF EURIPIDES 


After leaving this French folly how 
it elevates the soul to see that Greek clas- 
sical drama, the “Hippolytus’’ of Buripides at 
the Court It is not a dry thing by any means, 
bot a stimulating performance. As “heirs of 
all ages’ we must not forget our obligations 
to Greece. The first comedy ever acted was 
done at Athens 662 B. C., by ‘‘Susarion and 
Dolan,” the latter not an “Irish Comedian," 
as might be inferred from the name. Tragedy 


was first acted at Athens in a wagon of mu- 
siclans and dancers, who as they danced sung 
hymns praising Bacchus Hence an old pro- 
logue says: 

“Thespis the first professor of our art, 

At country wakes, sung ballads in a cart."’ 


It ls a mistake to think there were no great 
actors in the days of Demosthenes and Pericles. 
Roscius was a prince of mimics and Callipedes 
a great tragedian. Astydamus was so noted 
a player that the people decreed a statue 
should be erected to him in his own theatre 
while yet living. 

It was said of the Athenlan actor Polus 
that when he was to play a part requiring 
great pathos he secretly brought on the stage 
a burial urn containing the ashes of his dead 
son, and played with such feeling as moved 
the whole theatre to lamentation and teers. 

Hipplas and Sergius were great tragedians 
and mimics in Rome, wiile Cytheris was a 
Sarah Bernhardt of that day. Aesopus so for- 
got bimself in the drammn that when playing 
the part of Atreus and thinking or the pun- 
ishment of Thyestes, he was so transported 
with rage that he struck and slew a servant 
who suddenly passed by, with the sceptre he 
then had in his hand. The elder Booth thus 
forgot himself once in New Orleans, and fenced 
a man clear off the stage and through the 
door into the street, in a wild sort of stage 
insanity. 


It is curious that our word “dead- 
head’’ comes from the free admission tickets 
of ancient Rome. These ivory tickets set 
with a “death's head’’ can still be seen in 
the museum of Naples. y 

The Olympic games soon due at Athens, in 
which America is largely represented, wilh 
send sport to an ancient fountain-head. 


Greco-Roman names were once a 
vogue with actors. Thus the full name of the 
Booth referred to in the fencing incident, the 
father of J. Wilkes and Edwin, was Lucius 
Junius Brutus Booth. He was here in 1817, 
and, like Adeline Patti, some years later had 
to do a “trial show’’ at Covent Garden, where 
his debut was made in Richard III. As the 
management was out of town those acting as 
deputies had no power to treat with him, so 
he was offered another “trial show’ at old 
Drury Lane, much as music hall artists new 
to Londen are now dragged from stage to 
stage to give free samples of their goods. 

At Drury Booth played Iago to Edmund 
Kean’s Othello, before a packed house. It was 
brilliant acting on both sides, and for a time 
the two stars were confounded with each 
other. The next day after the trial Booth 
signed articles to go to Covent Garden for 
three years. Here he proved an attraction, 
King Lear being thought bis very greatest ren- 
dition. It is proof of his unquestionable talent 
in the role of the old msd king, that though 
Charles Kemble played Edgar and the famous 
Macready Edmund, he threw them both in the 
ebade. 

At the close of his three years in London 
Booth sailed for America, and there are many 
stories of his displays of mixed genius and 
eccentricity at Richmond and other old dram- 
atic centers. It was he, for instance, who 
was locked up to keep sober for the evening 
performance, but got a friendly Irishman to 
stick the stem of his pipe through a key- 
hole to his lips, and pour in whisky from 
the outside. One night he missed a perform- 
ance altogether, and the following evening wa 
greeted with hisses when he first came on the 
stage. He said nothing, but played King 
Richard ITI. as he had never played !t be- 


fore. When the slowly falling curtain rose 
amid thunders of acclaim, the king lying 
dead in majestic state suddenly made a most 
fiendish face at the audience, and thus he had 
revenge. 

A son of this remarkable man was to change 
the current of American history. An old 
friend of mine, Col. E. D. Yorke of Kansas, 
was in Ford’s Theatre, Washington, April 14, 
1865, and has told me about seeing Jobn 
Wilkes Booth leap out of the box to the 
Stage after shooting President Lincoln. He 
also was a talented actor. Now that noble 
Edwin Booth has passed away into old-time 
reminiscence, it may Jo no harm to say that 
some saw in his rendering of Hamlet the 
shadow that was cast upon his life. I last 
saw Booth play Hamlet in Baldwin’s Theatre, 
San Francisco, twenty years ago, and he im- 
pressed me as the most graceful, finished and 
classical actor I had ever seen. He walked 
the stage ike a man who was born to it, and 
had fine enunciation, stately presence, and a 
wonderful command of gesture. It is very 
doubtful if anyone ever surpassed him as the 
melancholy Prince of Denmark. 

Perhaps I am rambling into the past, but 
Lent as aforesaid has rather silenced the pres- 
ent, and the Apollo, Comedy, Drury Lane, Great 
Queen Street, New Royalty, Savoy and Vau- 
deville are closed. 


GOLDSMITH’S ANNIVERSARY 


This is the birthday of Goldsmith, 
whose dramatic work has lately entertained 
us, and bunches of daffodils, lilies and vio- 
lets lie upon his grave, as well as this quota- 
tion from his poetry: ‘“‘Even his failings learned 
to virtue’s side.” Poor Goldsmith, at times, 
had to sell his productions for less than they 
were worth, in order to pay his iandlady. 
She Stoops to Conquer was suggested to him 
by an actual incident that happened when a 
boy of 16, a roguish wag having directed him 
to Squire Fetherstone’s house as the village 
inn. The mistake was not discovered for some 
time, and no one enjoyed it more heartily than 
Oliver bimecif. Sheridan of School For Scan- 
dal fame, wes another great genius cast on 
stormy times. 

“The flash of wit; the bright intelligence; 
the beam of song; the blaze of eloquence,” 
could not save him from debt and disaster, 
and bailiffs who pursued him to his death- 
bed. Milton’s Paradise Lost has just had a 
dramatization for reading purposes only, and 
framed on the wall of the British Musem, in 
the manuscript department, is the bill of sale 
by which the immortal poem passed out of his 
hands for £5. It would seem that a genius 


is often starved through life and raved about 
when dead.

Cody and Manager Fred Bailey Hutchinson pre- 
sented the Mayor of Verona with five thousand 
lire ($1,000), to be distributed 
suvian sufferers. 

Col. Cody has just received a cablegram an- 
nouncing that his foster brother, Dr. Frank 
Powell, will undergo a dangerous operation in 
the hospital at Los Angeles, Cal., which causes 
the Colonel considerable anxiety. 

We began a five days’ engagement at Torino, 
April 22, on which occasion Princess Letitia, 
aunt of King Victor Emanuel III., and the 
Duke of Genoa and their suites occupied the 
royal box. We are showing on the Piazzi 
D’Armis, a grassy military field which is al- 
most enclosed with snow-capped Alps and on 
which the sun shines from early morning un- 
til six o’clock with all the brilliance of a mid- 
summer’s sun in the States. 

We have lately received from home papers 
containing extravagant and libelous reports ef 
Col. Cody being in ill health and the wild west 
in financial straights. Right here I want to 
inform the readers of The Billboard that Col. 
Cody, always a robust man, was never in bet- 
ter health than he is right now. Furthermore, 
the Buffalo Bill Wild West Show is just now 
enjoying the most prosperous season of its 
twenty-four years’ existence. In proof of this 
i submit some snap-shots taken by our live 

s agent, Frank A. Small, who always has 
is camera handy when there is ‘‘game in 
eight.”” These I hope The Billboard will pub- 
Hsh. They are not isolated cases, but samples 
of everyday business since the show struck 
Italian territory. We are now in our eighth 
week and in that short time the Buffalo Bill 
Show has cleared more money than many of 
the ‘“‘big ones’’ in America will clear on their 
entire season.

Treasurer Jule Keane was in bad heatlh when 
he arrived from America last spring, but the 
balmy Italian air bas had a salutary effect on 
him and he is once more on deck with a fine 
prospect of complete recovery. 

On April 23, at Torino, General Agent Clar- 
ence L. Dean, ‘‘Teddy’’ Mitchell, Burt J. Conn 
and Leah H. Monteray, of the advance, were 
back with us. Mr. Dean had a bunch of Aus- 
trian government officials with him to ‘‘look 
the big thing over.” 

The Buffalo Bill Wild West enters Austrian 
territory at Trieste on May 13 and the first 
three weeks of June will be spent in Vienna, 
the capital, with Budapest, Hungary, to fol- 
low. We will take our Four of July dinner 
in a Hungarian town.

Atlantic City, N. J., 
Sunday, May 6, 1906. 

Dear Pal, Mike:—This is the first opportunity 

I have had of writing you about the Big Show, 

and from now on I'll do my best to mail you a 

little news each week in reference to the troop- 

ing of the ‘“‘Greatest Show on Earth.’’ We are 

now fairly launched upon the great tour of one 

night stands and everything is going along in 

fine shape. It was a joyful day when we hit 

Brooklyn, which you know was our opening 

week under canvas, and when we saw that 

great stretch of big and little tops it made 

the blood tingle through our veins and made us 

feel as if, after all, there is nothing like the 

good old circus life. Our season in New York 

was the huge success of former years, but you 

can well imagine the sad effects it had on all 

when the death of our chief, James A. Bailey, 

was announced. He was certainly a remarkable 

man, and was, without doubt, the circus king 

of the present age. Mr. George O. Starr, who 

has succeeded him as managing director, has 

immediately sprung into popular favor with ev- 

erybody connected with the big show, and ev- 

erything is running with the usual precision and 

smoothness for which the greatest on earth is 

| noted. Charlie Hutchinson is now director be- 

sides being general treasurer, and this has pro- 

moted John Stevens to the treasurership. Ev- 

eryone seems greatly pleased with the promo- 

tion of Mr. Stevens, as he is always very cour- 

teous, especially on pay day, and that is say- 
ing a great deal of a treasurer. 

Our first week under canvas in Brooklyn was 
great, and much to the surprise of the ‘Big 
Squad,’’ the new lot on Fifth Avenue and Third 
Street turned out to be a great winner, and the 
business was away above the show has ever had 
in previous years in Brocklyn. Sad to say our 
opening day and night performances for the 
benefit of the ‘Frisco sufferers were marred by 
a “beautiful rain,’’ cold and pneumonia weath- 
er, but withal I understand they drew about 
$6,000 from the treasurer’s wagon for the ben- 
efit of the fund. Tuesday of that week it 
cleared up, and the business started in very 
big and the week ended in a blaze of glory, and, 
no doubt, profits, as we had four turnaways 
on the engagement. 

The first move to Jersey City was handled in 
great shape, without accident or incident, and 
Frank Hyatt, Pop McLean and the rest of the 
“Big Squad,’’ moved the show as if it had been 
out twenty weeks. It is wonderful the way 
“the front’’ have organized the show and the 
way it moves—it certainly beats any bank on 
earth for system and business methods. Jersey 
City was good to us with two swell houses and 
a mighty clear sky; and Middletown, N. Y., 
took a day off and attended in a body. The 
show had not been there for thirteen years and 
the “Jubilee and Welcome Club’’ took charge 
of things, with the result that the schools, fac- 
tories, banks and business houses closed at noon 
to give ail a chance to attend. A long haul 
and a soggy lot there prevented our opening un- 
til three o’clock, gut the crowd were inclined to 
be patient and good natured and listened with 
awe and admiration to the oratorical efforts of 
Harry Clarence, who amused them with ex- 
cuses until we got the big top ready for the 
opening. The black top and side show did im- 
mense business, and the day was a winner all 
the way through. 

Our next stand, Paterson, N. J., was an- 
other triumph, with a corking good day’s busi- 
ness, and then’ we hiked to Newark, N. J., the 
home of Cooke, Conkling, lead pencils and 
badges.

The weather was extremely cold and about 
noon on the 8th it began to rain and continued 
until well on in the afternoon. This naturally 
reduced the attendance at the Ringling mati- 
nee, but there was a full house to witness the 
night performance. Wednesday was still cold, 
but the rain had stopped. Still two days that 
might have been turn-a-ways for the Ring- 
lings were reduced to a light busines® on the 
first day, and something less than capacity on 
the second. Another agency that probably de- 
tracted, in a certain degree, from the busi- 
ness, was the necessary elimination of the pa- 
rade feature on account of the great distance 
of the lot in Norwood from the center of the 
city, and the hilly character of the country 
interlying 


THE RINGLING PERFORMANCE 


It may be said with a repetition of the old 
and much overworked vernacular, that the Ring- 
Show is “bigger and better than ever 
before’’ this season. performance is first- 
class In every respect. The machinery of the 
show moves along with all that smoothness and 
regularity characteristic of the Ringling Broth- 
ers. Every number is perfect, in itself, com- 
prising the bests acts obtainable. The eques- 
trian number, the serial number and the jug- 
gling number are unsurpassed; every rider has 
reached the acme of skill, every aerialist is 
perfect im his line; every juggler works with 
the certainty and faultless precision that go to 
give such an act first quality. 

The trained elephant number can not be 
praised too highly. The pachyderms work with 
all the seeming intelligence and willingness of 
creative reasoning. There is no intactibility, 
no necessity for the lash or the prod. The huge 
beasts seem to take joy in their act. 

The sensational feature, The Dip of Death, 
justifies afl the encomium that has been heaped 
upon it as a meritorious exhibition of scientific 
skill and utmost daring. It is a &t climax 
for am extremely praiseworthy and well sus- 
tained performance. 

This article is not designed for a review of 
the show. It was ably criticized after the open- 
ing at the Coliseum in Chicago. The present 
writer only desires to call attention again to 
some of the assailant merits of this consum. 
mation in circus productions. 


THE MENAGERIE 


The Ringling Brothers’ menagerie combines 
all the features of a rare and expensive col- 
lection. There are to be seen the finest speci- 
mens of the rarest species—rhinocerous, hippo- 
potamus, tapir and other representatives of 
costly mammals seldom seen outside of the 
big zoos of the world. The collection is as 
comprehensive as it is select. Three large gi- 
raffes add the touch that gives something 
like a thrill to the impression. 


THE PRESS DEPARTMENT 


Ever original and averse to hampering con- 
ventionalities, the Ringling Brothers have in- 
Stituted an ovation in their press department 
that is backed by the soundest logic, in prac- 
tibility and results. 

It would hardly have been possible to com- 
pass this departure from rules and precedents 
without the instrumentality of such a capable 
hewspaper man as James J. Brady. Mr. Brady 
not only does the work in advance of the 
show but also the entertaining and receiving 
at the front door. Genial, impressive, force- 
ful and of consummate ability, Mr. Brady is 
well able to despatch what is usually consid- 
ered to be the work of three men, and the 
ease and grace with which he accomplishes 
those excellent results that have made his fa- 
mous reputation, are most admirable attributes. 
Perhaps it will not be violating a confidence to 
promulgate the objects of relegating the du- 
ties of this three-fold capacity to one man. 
They are very simple when explained. By 
the plan adopted, Mr. Brady is enabled to go 
ahead of the show, make the acquaintance of 
the newspaper men, and then returning to the 
front door to receive them and entertain them 
when they visit the show. 

One has only to read the advance notices, 
see the performance, and then read the re- 
views to understand the excellent results that 
are being attained. 


THE ROBINSON SHOW 


The matinee performance of the Robinson 
Show in Covington was well attended and the 
night performance was a turnaway, hundreds 
of people being unable to gain admittance. 
The secret, if it is any secret at all, is easily 
discovered. Since the show opened two weeks 
ago at Chillicothe the newspapers have been 
unanimous in praising the performance as the 
best ever seen under a John Robinson tent. 
The Billboard does not accept this verdict on 
faith, but having seen the show Itself is bound 


to add its voice to the general chorus of ac- 
claim. 


THE BILLBOARD AT ROBINSON'S 
It may not be inopportune here to say that 
through the courtesy of the management of 
the Jobn Robinson Circus, The Billboard at- 
tended the show in a body, driving from the 
office on Elm street, Cincinnati, to the show 


grounds in a four-horse tallyho stripped with 
streamers bearing the following motto—

THE ROBINSON PERFORMANCE 


Never in its history perhaps has the John 
Robinson Show assembled such a galaxy of star 
performers within its fold. The equestrian 
humbers always tacitly conceded to be the 
real features of a circus performance, what- 
ever sensational acts may be luminously ad- 
vertised, add greatly to the general merit of 
the exhibition. Nor are the aerial numbers of 
lesser importance in their own class. The 
trained domestic animal acts are likewise «a 
meritorious feature and the coterie of clowns 
is a laugh from start to finish. 

The Robinson canvas made a great flash on 
the lot, constituting a White City in the lit- 
eral sense of the term. 


THE VERDICT 


The great night attendance that saw the 
show in Covington was enthusiastic in the 
extreme. Every number, every act received its 
modicum of applause and when the thrilling 
hippodrome races were over and the crowd 
surged out onto the streets, there was but one 
verdict common to all and unsupressed, ‘‘it was 
a good show, the best ever.’’ 


THE TURNAWAY BUSINESS 


There is only one deporable circumstance con- 
nected with the visit of the John Robinson 
Ten Big Shows to Covington, and that is that 
they did not have two or three days instead of 
one in the Kentucky metropolis. But circus 
contracts are made ahead, and an incontinent 
alteration of plans is impossible. There is 
little doubt. however, that if the Robinson 
Show had stayed in Covington two days, they 
would have turned people away at both per- 
formances, Thursday, as well as Wednesday. 


POPULARITY OF THE ROBINSON NAME 


It is a matter of historical record and has 
often been stated before in these columns that 
tbe John Robinson Show is the oldest circus in 
the world under one family name.
